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Conservatives Launch 
World Movement Amid 
Charges of ‘Raiding’

KIAMESHA LAKE, N. ¥Y. 
(NJP) —- A world Conservative 
movement was launched by the 
United Synagogue of America 
at its biennial convention at 
Hotel Concord here in the wake 
of Reform charges that the Con- 
servatives are “raiding” their 
congregations, 

The world movement, called 
the World Council of Syna- 
gogues, will be led by a provi- 
sional committee of congrega- 
tional representatives from the 
United States, Canada, Mexico, 
Argentina, England, Sweden, 
Luxembourg, Israel, and South 
Africa. 

OPPOSITION was encountered 
from both Reform and Orthodox 
circles. Reform _ spokesmen 
charged the Conservative lead- 
ers with weaning away European 
member from the Reform World 
Union for Progressive Judaism. 
They called on Conservatives to 
live up to the “standards” being 
adopted at this convention which 
prohibit congregations from 
soliciting members from other 
congregations. 

Conservative spokesmen coun- 
tered the charge by alleging 
that no such solicitations were 
made of congregations, but rath- 
er that the world Council was 
born out of requests from over- 
seas congregations, 
it was this activity that moti- 
vated creation of the World 
Council, since the United Syna- 
gogue is strictly an American 
organization. 

Orthodox opposition was more 
subtle. Orthodox Chief Rabbi

Israel Brodie of Great Britain, 
it was learned, wrote letters to 
numerous European rabbis who 
intended to attend the Conserva- 
tive convention, urging them to 
desist from any participation. 

The new world movement was 
hailed by such congregational 
leaders from abroad as Seften 
D. Temkin, West London Syna- 
gogue, London; David Freeman, 
Moriah Congregation, Haifa; 
Sweden Chief Rabbi Curt Wil- 
helm; Luxembourg Chief Rabbi 
Charles Lehrman; Rabbi and 
Mrs. Alfred A, Phillip of Emet 
V’emunah, Jerusalem; Rabbi L. 
Singer, Konatie Road Synagogue, 
South Africa, and Rabbi Guiller- 
mo Schlesinger of Congregation 
Israelita de la Republicana, Ar- 
gentina. 

ALTHOUGH the Jerusalem 
congregation was a member of 
the World Union of Progressive 
Judaism, a poll of foreign visi- 
tors present showed it left the 
organization two years ago. It 
also showed that the West Lon- 
don congregation, oldest and 
leader of the 16-member con- 
gregations of the Association of 
Anglo-Jewish congregations, was 
a member of the WUPJ. 

Mr. Temkin of that congrega- 
tion explained, however, that 
the group was far closer to Con- 
servatism as practiced in the 
United States. They joined the 
WUPJ, he said, as the, closest 
world body in existence at that 
time that they could affiliate 
with, but now look with favor 
on affiliating with the newly 
formed Conservative world move- 
ment,

MIAMI, Fla. (NJP)—Sanction 
of the sale of kosher poultry in 
Food Fair stores was withdrawn 
this week by the Greater Miami 
United Balabatim Vaad Hakash- 
rut, 

PHILIP WEISS, Vaad_ presi- 
ident, told The POST and 
OPINION: “We have withdrawn 
Supervision of all Food -Fair 
Stores and their establishments 
because of their successive de- 
fiance of agreements made be- 
tween Food Fair officials and 
the Vaad.” 

Weiss told The POST and 
OPINION that Food Fair had 
been notified by registered mail 
that by the unanimous decision 
of all rabbis associated with the 
Vaad that the stores could no 
longer use the Vaad label in 
their advertising. This would 
Include the three kosher mar- 
kets which, until this week, had 


been under Vaad supervision. 
Food Fair officials confirmed

This 
action, he explained, was behind 
the recent announcement of the 
Joint Distribution Committee’s 
reopening of its activities of aid 
to Polish Jews. 

RABBI FRIEDMAN told the 
delegates to the general assem- 
bly of the Council of Jewish Fed- 
erations and Welfare Funds 
here, that 35,000 Jews of Poland 
emigrated to Israel, with the 
passive aSsistance of the Gom- 
ulka regime, between October, 
1956 and October, 1957. 

In addition, 5,000 former Polish 
Jews who had been repatriated 
to Poland from Russia had also 
gone to Israel. It was this latter 
group which had been cut off 
last June, Friedman asserted. 

Friedman explained that the 
special emergency fund, which 
had been required for the past 
two years, will be needed again. 
This fund supplied $17 and $33 
million to Israel in these years 
respectively. 

The fact that more funds will 
be needed to achieve the work of 
rescue and rehabilitation this 
year was:emphasized by Rabbi 
Friedman. The UJA aided 
102,000 Jews to move to new 
lands in the Jewish year just 
passed, with 82,000 of these 
going to Israel. The funds to 
achieve this were not available, 
causing the various’ agencies to 
go into debt. 


THE EXPECTED total refugee 
load for the UJA for the cur- 
rent Jewish year should be in 
the neighborhood of 80,000, he 
declared, with all but 10,000 going 
to Israel.

THE SMOLDERING FIGHT 
over the Civil Rights issue with- 
in the Jewish community broke 
into bright flame on the floor of 
the general assembly. 

For the first time within the 
history of the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity, spokesmen fer South- 
ern Jewish communities took 
vigorous and open stands against 
passage of a Civil Rights resolu- 
tion by a national Jewish or- 
ganization. The spokesmen said 
they supported Civil Rights in 
principle, but objected to Jew- 
ish groups exposing them to the 
wrath of their neighbors. 

The battleground was set by 
the resolutions committee, which 
under pressure of Southern 
members of the committee, fail- 
ed to report out a Civil Rights 
resolution. The vote within the 
resolutions committee was 18-4, 
according to one informant. 

A resolution urging the Anti- 
Defamation League of the B’nai 
B’rith and the American Jewish 
Committee to rejoin the Na- 
tional Community Relations Ad- 
visory Council, did refer in an 
oblique way to Civil Rights. 

THE RESOLUTION said that 
“events of the past five years 
since the withdrawal of the 
B’nai B'rith and the American 
Jewish Committee from the 
NCRAC have assumed propor- 
tions and significance unforseen 
at that time.” 

THIS WAS the only mention 
of the integration issue in the 
report of the resolutions com- 
mittee. 

Label Katz, of New Orleans,

One reason why many pas- 
sengers will book for a Britannia 
flight in preference to anything 
else is the lack of noise aboard 
the plane. It has a very low pro-

JERUSALEM (NJP) — SEP- 
HARDIC Chief Rabbi Nissim is 
under severe fire in the Knesset 
this week for his “threats to im- 
pose bans” and his alleged “slur” 
on the memory of the late Chaim 
Weizmann, founder of the state 
of Israel. . 

Rabbi Nissim refused to at- 
tend the fifth anniversary of 
the death of Dr. Weizmann, Is- 
rael’s first president, which was 
celebrated with considerable 
pageantry. He said his refusal 
was based on the decision to 
omit the recitation of the kad- 
dish and traditional psalms. 

Eliahu Elath, Israel ambassa- 
dor to Britain, presided at the 


ceremony. 
RABBI NISSIM is also ac- 
cused of several “controversial 


actions” in two motions submit- 
ted by the Ahdut Ha’avoda fac- 
tion in the Knesset. 

Cited were prohibitions issued 
against paper products from the 
Hadera mills, because the firm 
employs Jewish workers on the 
Sabbath, and a warning to 
Tnuva and other marketing agen- 
cies that a hehsher would be 
withheld from milk produced by 
kibbutzim that breed pigs. 

Prime Minister Ben Gurion is 
known to be critical of these ac- 
tions, the Jerusalem Post said 
this week. 

Rabbi Nissim was reported to 
have issued the prohibition on

Rabbi Nissim is co-president 
with Chief Rabbi Herzog of the 
Supreme chief rabbinate with 
the same legal status as the pres- 
ident of the Supreme Court. Ac- 
tion against him could only be 
taken by the Knesset. 





Morocco Says 
5,000 Jews 
Left Since July 


RABAT, Morocco (NJP) 
The Moroccan government savs 
5,000 Jews left Morocco with 
regular Moroccan passports 
from July through September. 
During the same period, 7,999 
Moslems and 4,720 Jews left 
Morocco for travel abroad. 

The figures show that Jewish 
emigration has not been frozen 
despite reports to the contrary 
(NIP, Nov. 1 and Nov. 8), official 
Moreecan sources said. 

Morecean authorities assured 

Jewish circles that new passport 
restrictions wouldn’t be brought 
about because of the compari- 
tively large number of Jewish 
departures. 
, Most of the 5,000 Jews who left 
Morocco went to France,-Spain, 
Portugal or Gibraltar. There is 
no doubt that a large number of 
these went on to Israel, Moroc- 
can officials acknowledge. 








Closed Circuit TV Network 
For Jewish Schools Forecast 


DETROIT (NJP)—THE POS- 
SIBILITY of a closed circuit 
television network that would 
enable a teacher at the Jewish 
Theological Seminary of Amet- 
iea to “carry out instructions in 
80 or 90 schools” was voiced 
here by Dr. Louis Finkelstein.

bellishment by Mr.’ Marek- 
Ceram. Yadin first recounts the 
discovery and acquisition of the 
scrolls; then describes the caves, 
the meetinghouse, the cemetery, 
and Bar Kochba’s wadi; this is 
followed by full accounts of all 
the scrolls, with animadversions 
on dates, authenticity, and the 
Qumram sect. There are photo- 
graphs of the Poci, and of the 
scrolls in various states of un- 
ravelment, Of the more than a 
score of volumes on Qumram 
already published, this appeals 
as the most readable and in- 
formative.

1 cup minced onion 

1 tsp. thyme 

1 tsp. sage 

1 tsps. salt 

1% tsp, pepper 

142 cup chopped parsley 

8 cup chopped celery with 
leaves 

2 quarts soft day-old 
bread crumbs 

1 lb. chestnuts, cooked, 
shelled and chopped 
MELT SHORTENING in a 

skillet and add all the ingredi- 

ents except the crumbs and 

chestnuts. Cook 5. minutes, 

stirring constantly to prevent 

browning. Add crumbs and 

chestnuts. Blend well. Stuffing 

for 8- to 10-pound turkey. 


SWEET POTATO STUFFING 

3 medium sweet potatoes 

3 large white potatoes 

3 carrots 

1 tsp. salt 

% tsp. pepper 

1 tsp. poultry seasoning 

1 cup prunes 

2 eggs 

12 cup shortening 

BOIL POTATOES, sweet po- 
tatoes and carrots together after 
paring. Mash. while hot. Let 
Beat the eggs, 
shortening and seasonings into 
the mixture. Add prunes, pitted 
if desired. Stuffing for 8- to 10- 
pound turkey. 
RAISIN AND NUT STUFFING 

3 quarts toasted bread 
cubes, measured after 
toasting 
cup dried onion flakes 
cup parsley flakes 
tsp. poultry seasoning 
tblsp. whole celery seed 
tbIsp. salt 
tsp. ground black pepper 
cups seedless raisins 
cup chopped nuts 
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%2 cup shortening, melted 
1 cup apple cider 
COMBINE all ingredients ex- 
cept the shortening and cider. 
Mix well. Then stir in melted 
shotening and cider. Stuffing 
for 10- to 12-pound turkey. 
ORANGE RICE STUFFING 
1 cup finely diced celery 
with leaves 
small onion, minced 
cup shortening 
cup water 
cups orange juice 
tblsps. grated orange 
rind 
1% tsp. marjoram 
% tsp. thyme 
1 tsp. salt 
1, tsp. pepper 
3 cups raw rice 
COOK CELERY and onion in 
shortening for five minutes. Add 
water, juice, rind and season- 
ings and bring to a boil. Add 
washed rice. Boil vigorously 
for 5 minutes, then cover and 
reduce the heat. Simmer 15 
minutes: Remove from the heat 
and Jet stand with lid on for 15 
minutes or until the liquid is 
absorbed and the rice is tender. 
Stir to blend all ingredients. 
Cool before stuffing bird. Stuffing 
for 8- to 10-pound turkey.

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A Word to the Wives 

ALWAYS HAVE the stuffing 
cool before placing it in the 
turkey or chicken cavity. You 
may prepare the stuffing the 
day before if you like, but be 
sure it is kept under refrigera- 
tion. 





It is a good idea to cook some 


extra stuffing in a well- ing 
casserole for extra helpings. 
Baste it if needed, with pan 
drippings or a little broth. 

When roasting turkey or other 
large poultry, brush the breast 
with shortening, schmaltz or oll 
before roasting. If necessary 
this may be repeated during the 
roasting process for tenderness 
and a nice brown skin.

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‘HOOKY’ FROM SERVICES 


WE CAN SYMPATHIZE with Principal Irving Katz 
of Miami Beach High School in his attempt to fight a long- 
standing evil in the Jewish community. 

As a loyal servant of his community, Mr. Katz sought 
an answer to the preblem brought on by Jewish students 
who absented themselves on Jewish holidays both from 
high school and also the synagogues. Where they went on 
these free days, their non-Jéwish friends very likely knew 
—to the movies or to the beaches. 

The method Mr. Katz employed, brought to his at- 
tention by a local rabbi, was unfortunate, however. 


THE CHILDREN who attended services on the holi- 
days received cards at their congregations, which they in 
turn gave their school teachers. This seemed to be a simple 
and effective system in view of the fact that the school is 
almost entirely Jewish. 

The criticism leveled against Principal Katz was based 
on the violation of the separation of church and state. 

But the goal was laudable. 

We suggest the possibility that out of this all will 
come some good. If a system can’t be worked out which 
will effect what Mr..Katz has sought without involving the 
school, at least the Jewish group will be moved to give 
consideration to this not unimportant evil. 


FRANK WEIL 


THE DEATH of Frank L. Weil is a grievous loss to the 
American Jewish community. 

Although perhaps not as well known as some other 
American Jewish leaders, Frank Weil was the prototype 
of the American Jewish leader of the future. 

He did not seek public acclaim, and he did his work 
fer the Jewish group solely for the satisfaction he derived 
from the work itself. 

A perusal of Mr. Weil's accomplishments indicate the 
tremendous vitality of this man, but the real hallmark of 
Frank Weil as we knew him was his modesty, his sense of 
restraint and his level-headedness. 


POST and OPINION REPLIES 


WE WOULD BE the last to quarrel with Arthur Co- 
hen’s criticism of the Jewish press in general and The Na- 
tienal Jewish POST and OPINION in particular (NJP, 
Nov. 15). 

In fact, it had been our original intention not to de- 
vote any editorial comment to his views. Anyone has a 
right to his opinion, even though Mr. Cohen singles out 
The POST and OPINION for his bitterest attack. 

His conclusions are’ paradoxical. He explains ac- 
curately why there is no high-grade Jewish press — the 
immaturity of the United States Jewish community—and 
then proceeds to berate the press. If the confusion and 
lack of direction and the lew level of belief and conviction 
on the part of American Jewry are the reasons why a re- 
sponsible Jewish press of high character has not developed, 
as Mr. Cohen asserts, then why blame the press? The 
blame lies with the Jewish community, which will not sup- 
port such a press. 


AN EVEN MORE disastrous fault appears in Mr. Co- 
hen’s approach to an appraisal of the Anglo-Jewish press 
and his strictures against us. He compares The POST and 
OPINION with Commonweal. Commonweal is not a tab- 
loid newspaper such as The POST and OPINION is. It is 
almost an exact copy of Congress Weekly — a magazine 
with, at the most, 10 long, weighty articles. Just as you 
would not compare apples with bananas, even though both 
are fruit, so a comparison of a magazine and a newspaper 
is, if not an impossibility, certainly unwieldy and even 
undesirable. 


MR. COHEN ALS@O ERRS grievously in another direc- 
tion. He blames The POST and OPINION for faithfully 
reporting the controversies within the Jewish community, 
as well as anti-Semitic incidents. 

Is it a fault, or is it a prime virtue, to reflect Jewish 
life in the United States in mid-century accurately? 

An independent press must serve the people who read 
it. If the press is on too high a level and fails to win the 
interest of its readers, it must inevitably die. Only a sup- 
ported press can afford to aim its sights above the rank 
and file American Jew, for its bills are paid by an organ- 
ization. 

But a successful independent press must fill the need 
of the American Jewish community of today. That is the 
test for a paper like The POST and OPINION, and using 
any other criterion is in the nature of an attack on a free 


press. 


CRITICISM DESERVED 


When Dr. Will Herberg was quoted (NJP, Nov. 1) as 
saying that many people are “serious about religion with- 
out taking religion seriously,” he intended the play on 
words in derogation. 

For the Jewish group, te say about them that they are. 
beginning to be serious about religion, is a step forward. 
If the present-day Americen Jew is not ready to make a 
commitment, that is understandable, when one takes into 
consideration all the factors of American Jewish life of the 
first half of the 20th Century. 

But commitment will come, and when it does, men like 
Dr. Herberg can have their share of the credit because they 
made the Jew realize just how little his religion meant 


tg him. 
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Notes on a Convention 


THE SYSTEM of inviting delegates to 
conventions to services at congregations in 
the community in which the convention is 
being held may seem highly logical on paper, 
but doesn’t work out in practice. In New Or- 
leans at the only Reform service there, of 
the no doubt tens and even hundreds of Re- 
form delegates, only about five—Rabbi A. H. 
Silver, Dr. and Mrs. S. S. Hollender, and Mil- 
ton A. Feinberg, director of the Jewish Fed- 
eration of Trenton, N. J., and his wife—at- 
tended Friday evening. We doubt that the 
attendance at services at the Orthodox con- 
gregations—there is ne Conservative congre- 
gation in New Orleans—was too much better. 

At the convention of the Zionist Organi- 
zation of America, the convention services 
both Friday night and Saturday morning are 
always well attended. The delegates do not 
have to look for a congregation in a strange 
city and find it convenient to attend the serv- 
ice right in the hotel in which the convention 
is being held. 

- « * 

COMMENTS ABOUT Rabbi Abba Hillel 
Silver’s talk at the opening dinner meeting 
were most unfavorable. Almost to the point 
where we were dissuaded from reading the 
text of his talk. Reading it, we were amazed 
at the succinctness with which in a few pages 
he analyzed the present American Jewish 
community and established the directions in 
which it was traveling. If we had our way, 
we would reprint the text of his talk, with 
some slight emendations. The news account 
of his talk appears elsewhere in this issue.

AS AT ALL conventions, the real news 

occurred in the back rooms. When Sidney 


Hollander was president, and _ continuing 
through the reigns of Stanley Myers, Julian 
Freeman and now Herbert Abeles, we have 
been given full privilege of sitting in on any 
session. But always off the record. Our 
newspaper blood boiled over at one of the 
sessions at New Orleans, but we're honor- 
bound only to report to you that part of the 
convention which was open to the delegates,

The Esau and the Ja- 


cob characters were eventu- 
ally externalized. They 
came inevitably into con- 
flict, as the man of muscle 
must with the man of brain. 
And as both nature and his- 
tory testify, the brain, which 
came later, will triumph 
over brawn. ‘The dinosaurs 

‘ i and the mastedons gave way 
Rabbi Weinstein to craftier animals, even a3 
rural peasantries have been subjected to city 
dwellers. 

The people of Israel, like Rebekah, have 
been partial to the book man, the man who 
can manipulate symbols and figures and de- 
vise codes. We have made a virtue of neces- 
sity, since we were often denied our inheri- 
tance of the earth and so could not be glebae 
adscripti, or folk of the soil. The nations used 
our brain power until the native supply be- 
came adequate, then turned us into Ghetto 
helots or sent us on our way. Behind the 
current Soviet anti-Semitism is the repetition 
of an old pattern. Russian sons and daugh- 
ters are now eager for the white collar posi- 
tions which were almost a Jewish monopoly 
in the early years of the revolution. 





BUT JACOB-ISRAEL, the record makes 
clear, always felt guilty for despoiling Esau 


—not so much the rival brother, Esau, as the - 


ruddy huntsman within his own nature. For 
each of us comes to learn, more or less pain- 
fully, that he harbors a Cave of Adullam, a 
wayward collection of frustrate and rebellious 
appetites, within the tent of his soul. We 
think by Torah discipline to mould these 
hobo instincts and vagrant impulses into a 
united and harmonious whole. The word 
Tam means simple and it also means inte- 
grated. We have ieng believed that the only 
way toe find integrity was te return to sim- 
plicity—the lest paradise. A constant note 


in the diaspora dream of Zion was the hun- 
ger for the green pastures and the still waters. 


BUT WE HAVE FOUND that we cannot 
recapture our yesterdays. The green pastures 
need combines and the still waters need 
pumping stations. Esau can no longer hunt 
with the bow. He needs Jacob’s brains to 
secure his pottage and his venison in a world 
where population multiplies geometrically. 
And Esau needs Jacob's brains even to fight! 
We face a world in which military logistics 
contemplates war by billiard ball ballistics. 
We plan to shoot a satellite moon to bounce 
off a real moon, to pocket itself on some 
strategic part of our earth. In the satellite 
race we become aware of our Jacobs. The 
order has gone out to find them wherever 
they be and keep them in their tents brood- 
ing over the books untii they master the 
mystic numbers by which the powers of the 
universe may be tapped and harnessed for 
our purposes. 

Poor Esau! We do not give him a chance 
to despise his birthright and go into the 
wilderness. We make it clear to him that he 
needs the clever Jacob; that he must forever 
be the satellite to the man of brain or perish. 
Muscle, in whatever extended and com- 
pounded form, is forever liege to mathematics. 
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Israel Opens 
Institute to 
Study Desert 


JERUSALEM (NJP)—In the 
wake of Israeli Prime Minister 
Ben-Gurion’s statement that the 
Negev desert constituted a dan- 
ger to Israe] because it remained 
undeveloped, a desert institute 
was opened in the “desert cap- 
ital” of Beersheba. 

THE INSTITUTE will cen- 
tralize many of the arid zone re- 
search studies hitherto carried 
out by several scientific institu- 
tions in Israel. 

The first department of the 
desert institute will include a 
meterological unit, an  experi- 
mental plant for the exploitation 
of solar energy and another to 
desalt brackish groundwater. 

Beersheba has almost 40,000 
inhabitants, most of them re- 
cent immigrants. It is being re- 
planned for a _ population of 
150,000. 


Israel Hit for 
Bias Against 
‘Schwartzes’ 


TEL AVIV (NJP) — STRONG 
CRITICISM against government 
and Jewish Agency institutions 
because of their “policy of dis- 
crimination against the  non- 
European immigrants often 
called the “Schwartze’ was 
voiced last week by the large in- 
dependent daily “Haaretz” which 
said, among others, that “over 
60,000 newcomers still live in 
“maabarot” (tent shelters) where 
conditions are _ terrible, and 
almost all of them are non- 
Europeans, mostly Jews from 
Arab countries and from North 
Africa. 

The paper also asserted that 
immigrants from _ European 
countries are. “promptly getting 
modern apartments and every- 
thing is done in their favor in 
all fields of settlement, educa- 
tion, work and so on.’ 


THE ARTICLE aroused a vi- 
olent reply by the ‘semi-govern- 
ment ‘“Davar,’ the principal 
Mapai paper which accused the 
“Haaretz” of “telling lies and 
provoking one part of the popu- 
lation against the other.”. The 
“Davar” asserts that at present 
there are very few “maabarot” 
left in the counry and “a physi- 
cian from Egypt is being dealt 
with exactly like the physician 
from Poland. The paper also dis- 
closes that numerous families 
still living in camps were offered 
new houses, but they refuseq to 
leave their hits and move to 
other areas, The Mapai writer 
concludes: 

“To speak on ‘racialism’ in Is- 
rael is nothing else than pure 
demagogy, and a paper like 
‘Haaretz’ would render a serv- 
ice to the new immigrantg should 
it request the bourgeoisie to 
participate in the ‘Housing 
Loan’ the success of which 
depends both on the housing of 
newcomers and the liquidation 
of the last ‘maabarot.’” 


Goldmann Mav Head 
Delegation to Russia 

NEW YORK (NJP)—Dr. Na- 
hum Goldman, president of the 
World Zionist Organization, may 
g0 to Russia next spring as the 
leader of a World Jewish Con- 
gress delegation. 

He announced his intention at

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CJFWF Groups Explore Segregation, 
But Fail to Reach Any Conclusions

NEW ORLEANS (NJP)—The 
attitude of the Jew towards the 
problem of integration was ex- 
plored in several sessions of the 
Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds (CJFWF) 
here, but no conclusions were 
reached, 

Deep in the heart of the South, 
the CJFWF representatives heard 
Rabbi Lou H. Silberman of 
Nashville, a member of the 
faculty of Vanderbilt University, 
also in the heart of the South, 
declare that the Jew could not 
evade the issue. 


HE ASSERTED that sooner or 
later, the Jew would be faced 
with the issue as a part of Jew- 
ish destiny, which did not permit 
him to sit out in the case of a 
matter involving human rights. 
He urged that the Jew not seek 
to use strategy, but take a stand 
on principle. 

HARRY GOLDEN, volatile edi- 
tor of the famed Carolina Is- 
raelite, was most outspoken in 
his contempt for Jews who sup- 
port the _ anti-segregationists. 
Using as his theme the deep de- 
sire of the Jews of the South to 
ape their Anglo-Saxon neigh- 
bors, Golden ridiculed those who 
felt that they had to support seg- 


their identity with the upper 
middle class” in the commun- 
ities in which they lived. 

He said that the Jews who 
joined White Citizens Councils 
did not deceive the non-Jews who 
looked upon them as defactors 
from the Jewish ranks, 

He described the position of 
the Jew in connection with in- 
tegration an “opportunity to 
fight for democracy for the first 
time in fifteen hundred years 
when the Jew was not the tar- 


get.”

At the assembly’s annual ban- 
quet, Irving Kane, of Cleveland, 
pointed out that to be true to 
one’s religious and democratic 
heritage takes more than ordin- 
ary courage. He asked how 
strange it would be if Ameri- 
can and Judaism were to shrink 
from supporting unpopular 
causes, and said Jewish organ- 
izations must stand firmly for 
unsegregated educational insti- 








tutions.

coffee shop he ‘began to talk. 
Since I knew him to be a re- 
sponsible man, active in the com- 
munal affairs, and possessed of 
a good reputation in town, I 
listened intently. 

“THINGS CAN’T go on like 
this much longer,” he burst out. 
“Conditions are _ intolerable; 
something must be done—but 
what?” He drummed on the 
tabletop with his fingertips, then 
reached for a cigaret which he 
hurridly lit, and continued. 

“It is becoming increasingly 
difficult to live as a Jew in the 
United States. Oh, I’m not re- 
ferring to religious practices, or 
to polite forms of discrimination, 
but to the responsibilities which 
a conscientious Jew must shoul- 
der. We are called upon to pro- 
vide assistance to causes of all 
kinds—and all of them are 
worthy, but there seems to be 
no end. Mind you, I’m not com- 
plaining about the financiat bur- 
den. 

“There isn’t a Jew in America 
who hurts himself the least bit, 
no matter how much he gives 
away. What I mean fis the or- 
ganization, the effort, the time, 
the co-operation required in help- 





ing these causes. If they'd let us 


committees, attend meetings, 
make telephone calls, badger our 
friends, go to conferences and 
conventions. 


“I MEAN NO disrespect to 
you,” he said, looking me straight 
in the face, “but I attended to- 
night not so much to hear what 
you had to say, as because my 
attendance had become almost 
a social necessity. People would 
talk if I hag stayed away. And 
it’s not just Jewish causes. We're 
expected to do our share for the 
UJA, for Israel Bonds, for Tech- 
nion, for Anti-Defamation League 
—but don’t forget there is also 
Red Cross and Cancer and Mul- 
tiple Sclerosis, and what not. 
Jews must be community- 
minded, too, they tell us, and 
they load on the responsibilities. 


“LL GRANT YOU this does 
not apply to everybody; maybe 
I'm just soft, but I can assure 
you there are lots of others who 
are like me. So, besides making 
our own contributions, we go 
out and solicit others. It’s got- 
ten so that I have a regular list 
of my philanthropic clientele. 
When they see me coming, they 
know what I’m after and ask 
only: ‘What is it this time?’ We 
once used to have wonderful 
gay parties at my home. My wife 
is a sociable person and jikes to 
entertain. Do you know, people 
don’t come to visit us any more. 
They’re afraid that I have some 
appeal hidden up my sleeve. Even 
if I were to invite friends over 
just to hear some of our new 
recordings, they’d suspect me of 
using that as a subterfuge to 
raise money for AMLI. 

“The competition is getting 
more intense, too. My friends 
and business associates are busy 
with favorite causes of their 
own. My golf partner Is always 
willing to give me a check—-but

“I CAN ALWAYS make up a 
table to attend a dinner—but I 
pay for it by having to attend 
six other dinners in the weeks 
that follow. And everyone costs 
me money. I don’t want you to 
get me wrong, and I repeat, we 
can afford the money. But if you 
could devise some way of raising 
money without all the effort 
which we put into it, you might 
get better results. Indeed, if I 
spent as much time at by busi- 
ness as I do at my community 
affairs I’d be a millionaire. Look 
at how much I could give away 
then,” 

His passion spent, he relapsed 
into quiet for a few moments, 
then went on _ contemplatively. 
“No, I guess all the organiza- 
tion and campaigning {fs neces- 
sary. Without it you probably 
could not reach the consiences of 
our people. It’s easy to become 
deaf. Maybe .. .” and his eyes 
twinkled just a wee bit ‘

He warned against separating 
the U. S. Jewish community 
from world Jewry, declaring 
that U. S. Jewry would disin- 
tegrate slowly or swiftly as the 
case may be, if ever “the Amer- 
ican Jewish community should 
isolate itself from the rest of 
world’ Jewry .. .”

religious institutions, Dr. Silver 
said it is too early to say 
“whether this is evidence of a 
significant religious revival of 
depth and duration , . . but the 
fact certainly does not point to 
an ebbing and waning of spirit- 
ual strength.” 


HE POINTED to a “growing 
demand for more intensive forms 
of education in our Sunday 
Schools and afternoon schools” 
and the “significant increase... 
in the number of Jewish day 
schools.” 

“Orthodoxy, too,” he added, 
“whose early demise has so often 
been predicted, is demonstrating 
strength in the number of the 
schools and yeshivas which it 
has established.” 

Rabbi Silver told of the dim- 
inution of strife in the U. S. 
Jewish community between na- 
tional agencies and over Israel. 

“American Jews who. were 
known as _ life-long opponents 
of the cause of the re-establish- 
ment of the Jewish State, turned 
out to be among its most help- 
ful friends. Many of them have 
since become leaders in many 
reconstruction tasks in behalf 
of Israel. It is true that some 
of them still wish to be known 
as non-Zionists. But no ore 
will quarrel with them on that 
score, Even the Prime Minister 
of Israel, Mr. David Ben-Gurion, 
claims that he himself is not a 
Zionist... .” 


RABBI SILVER charged “a 
belligerent ultra-Orthodox wing” 
with attempting to sow dissen- 
sion. 

“It has blusteringly rejected 
any form of co-operation with 
other Jewish religious bodies 
and it has publicly excommuni- 
cated rabbis who do not sub- 
scribe to their tenets. This form 
of fanatical clericalism, the 
American Jewish community 
cannot tolerate.”
